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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments submitted therein are not 
persuasive. Applicant has argued that the modifying references fail to teach the cylinder cutoff condition, and the examiner notes that this 
is so, however they are not being relied upon for such a teaching, and additionally, the examiner notes the one cannot show non- 
obviousness by arguing the references individually, rather than taking as a whole what the references teach. Applicant has asserted that 
the combination of references to lizuka and the modifying references (Jindo et al. and/or Guest) is not obvious, but applicant has not 
argued that it is not within the skill of the ordinary practitioner to provide connections between systems, for example when retrofitting a 
vehicle with a cruise control. Indeed such is well within the skill of the ordinary practitioner. As an example, a generation of a braking 
request by a system such as taught by Guest would logically be directed to vehicle systems which effect braking, lizuka includes a braking 
arrangement which involves a cylinder cutoff arrangement. If combining lizuka with Guest, it would not be deemed to be beyond the skill of 
the ordinary pratitioner to connect following control system portions which request a braking condition to the systems in the vehicle which 
generate braking conditions, and indeed, lizuka's cylinder cutoff arrangement provides such a braking arrangement. In response to 
applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized 
that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into 
account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include 
knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). As regards applicant's assertion of the requirement that each reference teach the system as claimed, the 
examiner notes that in such a case the references would be anticipatory and there would be no obviousness rejection. .
